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2. A compound as claimed in claim 1 wherein R 1 is piperidin-4-yl 1 -substituted by 
C(0)R 7 {wherein R 7 is alkyl (optionally mono-substituted by phenyl), Ci-g alkoxy, 
phenyl or C 3 ^ cycloalkyl, wherein the phenyl rings are optionally substituted by 
halogen} or S(0) 2 R 8 {wherein R 8 is phenyl or Q-e alkyl (optionally mono-substituted 
by phenyl), wherein the phenyl rings are optionally substituted by halogen, S(0) 2 (Cm 
alkyl) or NHC(0)(Ct^ alkyl)}, or R 1 is Ci-6 alkoxy (optionally substituted by C M 
alkoxy or phenyl), C 3 ^ alkenyloxy or phenoxy (optionally substituted by halogen). 

3. A compound as claimed in claim 1 or 2 wherein R 2 is phenyl optionally substituted by 
halo, C w alkyl, C w alkoxy, S(0) n (Ci-4 alkyl) (wherein n is 0, 1 or 2), nitro, cyano or 
CF 3 . 

4. A compound as claimed in claim 1 , 2 or 3 wherein R 2 *, R 3 , R 3a , R 4 and R 4a are all 
hydrogen. 

5. A compound as claimed in claim 1 , 2, 3 or 4 wherein R 5 is ethyl. 

6. A compound as claimed in claim 1, 2, 3, 4 or 5 wherein R 6 is benzyl singly substituted 
by S(0) 2 (Ci^)alkyl or S(0) 2 NR 9 R 1 °; wherein R 9 and R 10 are, independently, hydrogen 
or Q-4 alkyl, or together with a nitrogen or oxygen atom, may join to form a 5- or 6- 
membered ring which is optionally substituted with alkyl, C(0)H or C(0)(O-4 
alkyl). 

7. A process for preparing a compound of formula (I) comprising:

A compound of the formula (I), or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof or solvate 
thereof as claimed in claim 1, for use in therapy. 

10. A compound of formula (I), or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof or solvate 
thereof as claimed in claim 1, in the manufacture of a medicament for use in therapy.
